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Uu>  hsovr. — At  a  recent  meeting  of  the 
Han  Francisco  Microscopical  Society,  Dr. 
links***  promoted  a  bottle  of  "  red  wow," 
vr Licit  be  gathered  last  June  oo  the  Wasatch 
Mountains.  The  red  snow  was  found  on 
the  north  aide  of  a  spar  which  rose  about 
ten  thousand  feet  ebore  the  sea  lerel. 
When  freali,  the  enow  has  the  appearance 
of  being  drenched  with  blood,  as  though 
some  large  animal  had  been  killed.  The 
•*  ted  aauw  ”  ie  caused  by  the  presence  of  a 
cue -celled  plant  called  Protycotcu*  nivalu, 
which  reproduces  itself  by  subdivision ; 
that  is,  the  cell  divides  itself  into  several 
new  cells.  This  is  done  with  great  rapidity 
and  a  few  cells  lodged  in  the  snow,  under 
favorable  conditions,  soon  will  give  it  the 
appearance  called  "  red  snow."  It  was  re- 
marked  that  the  phenomenon  of  red  snow 
had  been  observed  from  the  earliest  times, 
as  Aristotle  has  a  passage  which  is  thought 
to  refer  to  it  The  subject  waa,  however, 
lo*t  sight  of  until  brought  up  by  the  inves¬ 
tigations  of  Sauasure,  who  found  it  on  the 
Alps  in  1760.  He  made  chemical  tests 
which  showed  him  that  the  red  color  was 
due  to  the  presence  of  vegetable  matter, 
which  be  supposed  might  be  the  pollen  of 
some  plant  In  181‘J,  an  Arctic  expedition 
under  Captain  Rosa  brought  some  speci¬ 
mens  from  the  cliffs  around  Baffin's  Bay, 
and  they  were  examined  by  eminent  botan¬ 
ists,  some  of  whom  mistook  the  nature  of 
the  plant,  and  there  was  long  discussion  as 
to  its  proper  classification,  some  holding  it 
to  a  fungus,  «ome  a  lichen ;  but  it  waa 
finally  set  at  rest  as  one  of  the  unicellular 
tetpe.  It  is  of  interest  also  that  some  of  the 
easly  examiners  pronounced  the  color  due  to 
animalcules,  but  this  was  disproved.  Dr. 
Umknesa  said  that  during  hia  last  visit  to 
England  he  saw  the  original  bottle  of  speci¬ 
mens  brought  from  the  Arctic  more  than 
aifity  years  before,  and  in  which  the  proto- 
cc«ru4  could  still  be  seen  with  the  micro¬ 
scope. 

Amoso  the  notable  foreign  inventions  is 
that  far  producing  in  glass  an  imitation  of 
tortoise  shell.  In  accomplishing  this,  a 
bwib  is  blown  of  a  dark  brown  glass,  and  an¬ 
other  of  a  light  brown,  and  these  ore  broken 
into  fragments  of  various  sizes — or  several 
bulb*  of  different  shade*  of  brown  are 
blown  and  broken  into  fragments.  A  bulb 
of  plain  glass  is  then  blown,  and  the  upper 
cut  off  from  the  lower  part,  which  adheres 
to  the  blowpipe.  While  the  plain  glass 
bulb  is  being  blow  n,  a  second  blower  blows 
another  bulb  of  plain  glass,  and  dips  it  in 
and  rolls  it  aiuoug  the  fragments  of  brown 
glass,  the  latter  being  thus  made  to  adhere 
to  the  bulb.  This  bulb,  with  the  frag¬ 
ments  adhering  thereto,  is  then  inserted  in 
the  cut-off  portion  of  the  first-named  plain 
glass  bulb,  and  the  two  are  then  blown  to- 
'  get  her  The  whole  is  next  rewanued,  and 
swung  aod  drawn  out  as  one  bulb,  and 
treated  in  the  manner  ordinarily  practised  in 
preparing  glass  for  the  manufacture  of  ves¬ 
sels  and  other  articles.  The  objects  are 
now  coated  with  a  solution  of  chloride  of 
silver  and  yellow  ochre,  or  with  other  suita¬ 
ble  materials  for  producing  a  yellow 
and  afterward  fired.  , 

’  Tkx  London  manufacturers  of  malleable 
castings  have  long  churned  to  produce  the 
finest  specimens  in  that  line  in  the  world. 
According  to  the  Ironmonger,  however, 
those  products  are  the  result  of  a  compara¬ 
tively  simple  prooess,  the  first  essentials  be¬ 
ing  pig  iron  of  superior  quality,  aad  the  ex¬ 
ercise  of  great  care  in  the  preparation  of  the 
moulds,  so  that  there  may  be  no  flaw  or 
imperfection  in  the  casting.  The  latter, 
after  cooling,  is  of  course  hard  and  brittle, 
and  it  is  to  remove  this  brittleness  and  to 
give.  It  the  character  of  malleable  iron  that 
the  special  process  is  required.  Tbs  cool¬ 
ing  is  now  placed  in  hermetically  sealed 
pots  or  boxes  surrounded  by  powdered 
ore,  aad  subjected  for  several  days  to  an 
Intense  heat,  which,  by  cementation,  grad¬ 
ually  softens  it  and  renders  it  malleable  to 
the  core,  whan  it  may  be  bent  or  wound  in¬ 
to  any  of  the  desired  shapes,  useful  or  orna- 


Tn  experiments  thus  far  made  with  the 
new  French  process  of  bleachiiq^texUto 
substances  by  the  electric  light  have,  ilia 
stated,  abundantly  proved  the  practicability 
pf  the  idea.  This  process,  it  appears,  ia  ac¬ 


complished  by  placing  the  light  in  a  rectan¬ 
gular  box,  provided  with  a  reflect or,  before 
which  the  yam  of  cloth  ie  moved  alowly  by 
Urau  of  rollers.  It  is  immaterial,  U  seems, 
whether  the  light  is  produced  between 
points,  or  by  the  incandescence  of  a  thin 
kurut  In  addition  to  the  action  of  the  elk 
the  light  in  this  process,  the  inventor  pro¬ 
poses  to  impregnate  the  fabric,  and  the  at¬ 
mosphere  of  the  bleaching  chamber,  with 
oil  of  turpentine  vapor;  the  employment  of 
peroxide  of  hydrogen  is  also  suggested,  in 
order  to  complete  the  decolorizing— an  ef¬ 
fect  it  would  produce  without  the  light. 

Tn  fitting  of  porous  hard  wood  is  now  ac¬ 
complished,  very  perfectly,  in  the  follow¬ 
ing  ingenious  manner  :  Boiled  oil  and  corn¬ 
starch  ere  stirred  into  a  very  thick  paste, 
and  a  little  japan  reduced  with  turpentine 
added.  For  light  ash,  no  coloring  is  em¬ 
ployed;  for  walnut,  burnt  amber  and  a 
alight  amount  of  Venetian  red;  for  dark  ash 
and  chestnut,  a  little  raw  sienna  ;  for  bay 
wood,  burnt  sienna.  In  no  case  is  more 
color  seed  than  is  necessary  to  overcome  the 
white  appearance  of  the  starch,  unless  it  is 
desired  to  stain  the  wood.  The  drying  re¬ 
quire*  some  forty-eight  hours,  or  nntil  it  ie 
in  condition  to  rub  uown  with  No.  0  sand 
paper,  without  much  gukaming  up;  for  an 
extra  finish,  the  same  materials  are  used 
again  for  filling,  bat  with  less  oil.
